Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the "processor 
operable to detect one of the servo wedges while a disk is attaining or after the disk attains an operating speed but before recovering any 
servo data". However, Tuttle teaches that prior to detecting the servo wedges, the medium detects a particular servo wedge which is the 
servo address mark (or SAM) with a zero logic level (being a string of O's). Therefore, because the SAM is a servo wedge that is 
detected before attaining or after having attained an operating speed before recovering other servo data, it then does the same operation 
as being recited in the Claims. 
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
